Then put the 22 General Mobile Radio Service or GMRS frequencies in your 
scanner. These UHF frequencies are used by hand held and mobile 
transceivers usually operating around 1-5 watts. Even though they are not 
intended for business use, many businesses can be found on FRS and 
GMRS frequencies. They are most active during the summer months at 
special events, hamfests, parks, attractions, etc.

FRS or Family Radio Service users who desire more range can move up to 
GMRS or General Mobile Service. In this story we will look at both listening 
to GMRS on a scanner and the basics for equipping non-ham family 
members with basic communications.

40 Years Ago, April, 1972

recognition was made for then old, old timers George Batterson W2GB, Bill 


Bellor W2MG, Hank Blodgett W2UTH and Duck E. Dengler W2LK. Bruce 
Kelley, W2ICE, Curator of the AWA museum, then presented another of his 
outstanding programs, this one titled “The Golden Twenties.” An unknown 
writer penned a long and detailed article describing the May 12/13 Rochester 
Hamfest to be held at the Dome Arena. Two days of continuous ham activity 
are promised along with guests of honor Noel Eaton VE3CJ, the Canadian 
ARRL Director and a good friend of RaRa Mr. Harry Dannals W2TUK. 
Reduced tickets will be available at the RaRa meeting from ticket Chairman 
Bob Lozen, WB2ERE. 


Ed Gable W2MPM, writing for the RRRA, gave some interesting stats on 
repeater use in the US. At this time there were 269 two-meter repeaters of 
which 108 were on 34/94, while most others were on 34/76. Repeater users 
are urged to use standard 600 kc spacing and to universally switch to 
narrowband 5 kc modulation. With regret it was written that Joel Payne 
W2UXP, of Webster, became a silent key. Joel, licensed in 1928, was a 
charter member of the Rochester VHF Group. There were no Want Ads in 
this issue. A new commercial advertiser was JC Sales of 2383 West Side 
Drive in North Chili, selling Gladding and other VHF FM amateur gear.
